The CIA has been accused of
conducting illegal spy opera-
tions, but the Justice Depart-
ment refused to say if the “mail
cover” was conducted in the
U.S. ‘or in foreign nations.

Eazlier, the .government ccn-
ceded that agencies other than
the CIA kept files on Miss
Forda, 387, and that the FBI,
without subpena. or warrant,
was given access to her bank
records. - . :

Court records also show the
FBI overheard more than 40
phone  conversalions involving
Miss Fonda during 1970 and
1971 and duplicated names from:
her aldress book in November|
1970, when her baggage was
seized by customs agents in
Cievelar.d. ‘

consiracy to harrass and intimi-
date her for her ceriticism of
U.S. militury invelvemant in
Indochina. But the government
has argued that its actions were|
legal and did not violate Miss!
